WASHINGTON. — Assistant Sec- 
retary of State Alfred Atherton, 
who is currently with Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger in Europe, 
is expected to fly directly to Arab 
capitals and Jerusalem this week 
to begin a series of advance con- 
sultations regarding the January 
debate in the Security Council on 
the Middle Hast.

bitive and the end-product not very satisfac- 
tory, Prof. Ginzburg notes, ᾿ 
Construction of solar ponds for “farming 
oi!” from algae would be costly, Prof. Ginz. 
burg says, but “peanuts” compared with un- 
predictable ‘ofl drillmg. Furthermore, the 


ponds would exploit desert areas unfit for 
food production and would be non-polluting. 

The project grew out of a meeting several 
years ago between Prof. Ginzburg and Rudi 
Bloch, one of the fathers of the Dead Sea 
potash enterprise. 

Prof. Bloch was interested in halophilic 
algae in connection with the theory that 
some oil deposits have their genesis in stag- 
nating salt water lakes where algae lived 
and died. During the course of their joint 


experiments, the idea came to both men - 


independently that dunaliella might provide 
the raw material for ofl that scientists 
were seeking. 

Solar ponds were suggested by Prof. Bloch 
ag a means of breeding the algae, which 
will not grow at temperatures below 25°C. 

In a solar pond, the high gait content 
of the water means that saturation point 


is reached and a thick layer of brine - 


sinks to the bottom to form a trap which 
retains the sun’s heat — temperatures at 
the bottom often approach boiling point. 
The Bloch-Ginzburg project plans to 
utilize the sun’s energy captive in the 
solar pond eas a medium for the intensive 
production of algae for conversion into 
petroleum. 
Dunaliella would proliferate in the ap- 
propriate layer of the pond and be har- 
vested in suspended solution with rele- 
tively little mechanical energy involved. 
Promising resulta have been achieved in 
the laboratory in converting the harvested 
algae into petroleum. Hebrew University 
scientists have been using hydrogenation 
under pressure to produce a high quality oil 
requiring little further processing. 

A four-pronged attack has been launched 


‘ia developing the oil farming business: 


@ <A team of Hebrew University chemists, 
Shmuel Bremner and Raphael Ikan, is 
trying to improve methods of extracting oil 
from the algae and getting it to pilot plant 
stage. 
@ The Ginzburg team is working on tech- 
niques for the mass culture of dunalielia. 
@ Prof. Bloch and Hebrew University bio- 
electronic engimeer Asher Porat are 
working on the most efficient harvesting 
methods. 
@ And a team at the University’s Experi- 
mental Centre for Applied Genetics will 
aim for a genetic improvement in duné- - 
Hella: the aim is to produce a higher con- 
tent of dry material suitable for conversion 
into oll. . 

An economic advantage in developing oil 
farming, Ginzburg notes, is its step-by-step 
process, with built-in possibilities for refin- 
ing techniques and reducing costs. “It would 
not be putting all our eggs in one basket 
as is the case with investment in a nuclear 
power station.” 

Xt is also self-perpetuating: residual ferti- 
lizers remaining after ‘the oil conversion 
process could be recycled back into the ponds 
to help grow more algae: the only other 
raw materials required are free sunlight and 
tree carbon dioxide from the air plus the 
addition of a Httle oceam water or other- 
wise useless saline groundwater. 


Prof. Ginzburg notes that the system, if 
it can be successfully developed, could be 
put into practice over vast stretches of the 
world’s deserts where the enormous poten- 
tial of the sun’s energy cannot be used for 
food production because of the lack of non- 
galine water for irrigation.

YEAR-END TENNIS ROUNDUP 


Arthur Ashe: No. 1 for 1975

LONDON. — Arthur Ashe, who 
won Wimbledon and cleaned up more 
prize money than anyone else, 
emerged from the hurly-burly of 
the crowded modern circult to be 
the world’s No. 1 tennis player 
of 1975. 

As the stars jetted around the 
world from event to event and from 
‘one surface to another, form fluc- 
tuated and the seven big tltles 
were shared around. 

In the Davis Cup, traditional form 
flew out the window. 

There were increasing arguments 
on the world’s courts; and Tie Nas- 
tase, the tempestuous Rumanian, 
wos disqualified three times and 
labelled the game's bad boy. 

But great tennis was played. And 
Ashe, at 28, reaching the peak of 
hig career after 10 years on the 
circuit, did more than anyone to 
add to the legends of the game, 

When 1975 began, Jimmy Con- 
nors was the whiz kid of tennis 
and looked unbeatable. But the 22- 
year-old American left-hander soon 
slipped from his pedestel On the 
tournament circuit he failed to win 
a single big match 

Connors started the year by los- 
ing his Australian title. John New- 
combe, the 1973 champion, regained 
the crown by beating Connorg 7-5, 
3-6, 6-4, 7-6 in the final. 

After the Australian champion- 
ships, Lamar Hunt's world cham- 
plonship tennis tion took 
over the circult for four months 
and Ashe’s class made him an out- 
standing figure. He won four of 
the nine tournaments in which he 
competed on the circuit, then took 
the world title at Dallas in May. 

For the second year running 
Bjorn Borg, the dyvamic young 
Swede, was the runner-up. 

From Dallas the stars moved to 
the clay courts of Europe. 

The Itallan championships in 
Rome produced a new champion — 
Raul Ramirez of Mexico, who 
triumphed over left-handed Manuel 
Orantes of Spain 7-6, 7-5, 7-5 in the 
final. Borg, the title-holder, made a 
poor showing and talk went around 
that he was burning himself up on 
the non-stop world elreult. 

But on the slow courts of the 
Roland Garros Stadium in: Paris, 
Borg came back to bis best form 
and retained his French title. Hit- 
tng top-spia forehands with relent- 
less accuracy, he demolished Gulil- 
lermo Vilas, the elegant stroke- 
maker from Argentina, 6-2, 6-3, 6-4 
in the final. 

Then came the short season on 
British grass. Ashe had missed the 
French championships, with the 
chance of big prize money, to play 
in minor English events and get

Billie Jean won Wimbledon for 
the sixth time and then retired from 
singles competition. 

Navratilova, a sturdy left-hander 
who had been coached by Billie 
Jean, reached three major finals 
‘but never quite made the top. Evon- 
ne Goolagong downed her 6-3, 6-2 
in the final of the Australian open; 
and Chris Evert defeated her twice 
6-1, 6-0 in the Italian final in Rome 
and 2-6, 6-2, 6-1 in the French 
final in Paris. 

By Wimbledon time Goolagong 
had become Mrs. Cawley. The new- 
ty married Australian failed com- 
pletely in the final, and Billie Jean 
humiliated ker 6-0, 6-1 in an em- 
barrassingly one-side affair. Evon- 
ne failed again in the final at 
Forest Hills, where Chris Evert 
came back to win 5-7, 64, 6-2.

“Mr. Echeverria explained that 
he had hoped the resolution would 
Jead the conflicting parties in the 
Middie East to make pro; in 
their talks,” Graubard said. “The 
President added that the vote did 
not accomplish the results he had 
hoped for.” 

A statement Issued by the dele- 
gation, which had been hastily in- 
vited by Echeverria, said that the 
President also promised that future 
Mexican votes at the UN “cannot 
be misinterpreted or misunderstood 
as equating Zionism as racism or 
opposing the national aspiration of 
the Jewish people.” 

‘Will Maslow, general counsel of 
the American Jewish Congress, was 
quoted as saying that the Mexican 
President took full responsibility for 
the UN vote last November 10. 

Since then, thousands of American, 
Jewish tourists have cancelled plan- 
ned visits to Mexico in protest. 
Mexico's economy, which depends on 
tourism from th eU.S., is said to 
have suffered because of the boy- 
cott, and during the past 10 days, 
top Mexican officlals have sought to 
end this campaign. 

Mexico's Foreign Minister Emilio 
Rabasa made an unscheduled visit 
to Israel last week in order to 
clear up, in his words, “certain 
misunderstandings” resulting from 
the UN vote. Earlier this month, 
Mexico abstained from voting on a 
General Assembly resolution calling 
for political and economic sanctions 


against Israel pending a return of 
all administered territories. 

During his visit to Israel, Rabasa 
said publicly that “there is no dis- 
crimination in Zion and where there 
15 no discrimination there is no 


pressure 
in favour of the anti-Zionist reso- 
Tation and other anti-Israel actions 
taken in the recent past. 

Brazil, which is actively seeking 
Arab investments, is also courting 
the American investment market, 
much of which is dominated by in- 
dividuals friendly towards Israel It 
is believed here that some of these 
individuals are making their feel- 
ings Imown to Brazilian representa- 
tives in the U.S. 

Brazil is also interested in win- 
ning increased tourism from the 
US. but not to the degree of 
Mexico or Jamaica. 


The Prime Minister of Jamaica, a 
country that abstained from voting 
on the sn alnnist Resolution. is re- 
ported we assured a delegation 
of Jamaican Jews that his Govern- 
ment is pro-Israel and does not be- 
lieve that Zionism is a form of 
racism. The tiny Jamaican Jewish 
community is one of the oldest in 
the Western hemisphere. The Prime 
Minister had seen the Jews protest- 
ing outside his office Jast week and 
according to the reports, he invited 
them into his office where he sought 
to reassure them of Jamaican policy 
towards Israel Apparently, follow- 
ing the Mexican example, Jamaica, 
which also depends on U.S. tourism, 
was concerned at a possible boycott, 
the reports said.

‘US. votes with Soviet bloc 


against UN criticism of SALT 


UNITED NATIONS. — The U.S. 
and the Soviet Union were Lined up 
against most of the UN Gen- 
eral Assembly when ft overwelm- 
ingly approved a resolution regret- 
ting the absence of positive results 
during the last two years of their 
Strategic Arms Limitation Talke. 

The resolution, adopted on Fri- 
day by 102 to 10 with 12 absten- 
tlons, expreased concern over the 
“very high ceilings” for nuclear 
arms which the two superpowers 
had set for themselves and over 
the protracted timetable envisaged 
for negotiating further limitations. 

The draft urged the U.S. and the 
Soviet Union to broaden the scope 
and accelerate the pace of their 
negotiations and stressed the urgent 
need for agreement on reducing 
their strategic weapons systems as 
ἃ step toward nuclear disarmament. 

Eight Soviet-bloc countries joined 
the U.S. and the Soviet Union in 
voting against the resolution 
Bulgaria, Byelorussia, Czechoslo- 
vakia, East Germany, Hungary, 
Mongolia, Poland and the Ukraine. 
Rumania voted for it and China 
was absent. Abstaining were: Bel- 
gium, Britain, Cuba, France, West 


Germany, Greece, Italy, Japan, 
Luxembourg, Mozambique, Tanzania 
and Turkey. 

The Assembly approved a reso- 
lotion on countries of the 
Middle East to adhere to the non- 
proliferation treaty with a view to 
creating a nuclear-weapon-free zone 
in the area. The vote was 125 In 
favour and none against, with Is- 
rael, which has uot signed the 


treaty, and Cameroon abstaining. 

The Assembly also asked th 
Indian Ocean states to consult one 
another with a view to organizing 
a conference on the creation of a 
nuclear-weapon-free zone ἐπ the 
Indian Ocean. The Assembly in- 
vited “all states, especially the 
Breat powers and the major mari- 
time users of the Indian Ocean, to 
ccopernte in a practical manner 
with the ad hoe committee (on the 
Indian Ocean).” 

Except for China, which was 
among the 106 voting in favour, 
the nuclear powers were among 
the 25 abstaining, along with Cuba 
and Israel. No delegations voted 
against the proposals. 

The Assembly declared that the 
continuation of colonialism “in all 
its forms and manifestations” is 
incompatible with the UN charter 
and poses a serious threat to inter- 
national peace and security. By a 
vote of 108-3 with 15 abstentions, 
ἃ resolution was approved, adopt- 
ing the annual report of the 24. 
nation decolonization committee. 
Israel, Nicaragua and the U.S. cast 
the negative votes. 

The report condemned, among 
other things, U.S. military activity 
on Guam, cherged that Nato na- 
tions cooperate broadly with white 
minority regimes in Southern Af- 
rica and that British and U.S. mili- 
tary installations in the Caribbean 
threaten sovereignty and indepen- 
dence throughout Latin America 

U.S. Ambassador Daniel P. Moy- 
nihan denounced the Assembly ac- 
tion, charging that the report was

The Assembly also reaffirmed the 
UN charter of economic rights and 
duties of states which is aimed at 
narrowing the gap between rich 
and poer nations through a new 
international economic code. The 
Assembly approved the charter, a 
virtual bill of rights for developing 
countries, 2 year ago. The vote was 
114-3, with 11 abstentions.

THE SUPREME COURT Pari μὰς 
an appea! against a judgment οἱ 
Jerusalem District ft delivered 
on May 30, 1975 (in C.C. 638/88). 
The appellant met the respondent 
in 1958 when the latter was a young 
girl of 18. He Introduced himself asa 
divorcee who had come to Israel in 
order to find a wife. A short time 
later the appellant and respondent 
Started living together, after he had 
promised to marry her. They con- 
tinued to cohabit even after the 
respondent discovered that her lover 
was actually a married man with 
three children, because, in accor- 
dance with her story, she believed all 
the time that he would divorce his 
wife and marry her, as he promised 
to do. This cohabjtation continued 
for years during which the respon- 
dent gave birth to a child and had an 
abortion after falling pregnant 2 se- 


cond time. 

Eventually the appellant left the 
respondent and she then sued him 
for breach of promise and for false 
representation contrary to section 56 
of the Civil Wrongs Ordinance. The 
Jerusalem District Court dismissed 
the action for breach of promise on 
the grounds that the condition lafd 
down by the Supreme Court in 
previous judgments and in par- 
tieular in C.A. 337/62 (P.D. 17/2029), 
for establishing a cause of action for 
breach of promise to marry made by 
8 married man to an unmarried 
woman — that is that the 
relationship between the married 
man and his wife had deteriorated so 
irreparably that their marriage 
could not possibly be any further un- 
dermined by a new alliance con- 
tracted by the husband — had not 
been proved to exist. 

The District Court found, however, 
that the appellant had falsely 
represented himself as a bachelor 
when he first met the respondent and 
had afterwards promised to divorce 
his wife and marry her without hav- 
ing any intention of doing so, and 
that the respondent had been deceiv- 
ed by hig false representations and 
had thereby suffered pecuniary 
damage, estimated at 114,400. 

The appellant appealed against 
this decision, basing his appeal 
mainly on the doctrine of ex turpi 
causa — that is, that a right to sue 
cannot arise from ἃ cause of action 
which is unlawful or immoral. 

Mr. 1. Schuster appeared for the 
appellant and Mr. M. Yair for the 
respondent. 

SUDGMENT 
JUSTICE BERINSON, who delivered 
the main opinion of the Supreme 
Court, said at the outset that he still 
abided by the opinion he had ex- 
pressed in C.A. 609/68 (1 P.D. 24/455) 
to the effect that the ex turpi causa 
rule does not generally apply to ac- 
tions in tort (as it does to actions in 
contract). However, he continued, in 
the present case there was no cause 
for deciding this issue finally as the 
same conclusion could be reached by 
holding that the parties were not in 
pari delicto (not equally to blame). 
For, he noted, the respondent had 
started living with the appellant in 
the mistaken belief that he was a 
bachelor and the fact that she had 
continued to do so even when she 
knew he was 8. married man did not 
detract from the seriousness of the 
original misrepresentation by which 
she had been trapped. _ 

As to fhe appellant's ent 
that the respondent was at least guil- 
ty of contributory fault he could not, 
held Justice Berinson, for the life of 
him see how there could be con- 
tributory fault in the usua] meaning 
of the term, in the civil wrong of 
deceit where a defendant deceives a 
plaintiff by the misre| tion 
believed by the latter. The con- 
tributory fault ascribed to the 

in the case, he 
went on to note, is that she continued 
to have faith in the appellant's 
promise to marry her even after she 
was warned by others of his real In- 
tentions.

In conclusion, Justice Berinson 
held that the sum of IL 4,400 for the 
actual pecuniary losses suffered by 
the respondent in consequence of her 
pregnancies and the expense of 
feeding and caring for the appellant, 
and the sum of IL20,000 damages for 
the grief and shame caused her and 
for the diminution of her chances of 
marriage, were not éxcessive, tak-

cumstances of the case, including 
even the fact that the respondent had 
had intercourse with other men dur- 
ing the period of her relationship 
with the appellant. The appeal 
should, therefore, be dismissed, he 
held. 

JUSTICE SHAMGAR 
JUSTICE SHAMGAR concurred that 
the appeal should be dismissed on 
the grounds that the appellant had 
misrepresented himself as a 
bachelor at the beginning of his 
relationship with the respondent, 
and refrained from expressing any 
opinion on the question of whether 
the rule of ex furpi causa applies 
equally to contractual and tortous 
actions, preferring to leave it for 
further consideration on an ap- 
propriate future occasion. 

SUSTICE LANDAU 

IN CONCURRING that the appeal 
should be dismissed, Justice Landau 
said that he threw in his lot with 
those jurists and judges who thought 
that the ex turpi causa rule applied 
equally to contractua! and tortious 
actions. The basis of this rule, he ex- 
plained, lies in the courts’ distaste of 
lending their assistance to Htigants 
who base their claims, or defences, 
on acts which are contrary to law or to 
public policy; and he could see no 
reason why this rule should not, 
therefore, be applied equally to ac- 
tions based on contract or tort. 

In ἃ case such as the present, con- 
tinued Justice Landau, public policy 
demands that the institution of 
marriage, which makes so vital a

protected, and this precludes allow- 

a cause of acticn, or defence, to 
be based on the promise of 2 married 
man to marry another after he has 
secured a civorce, unless it be 
proved that the existing marriage is 
irretrievably broken. 

In principle, he continued, this 
same consideration would apply in 
an action based on the civil wrong of 
misrepresentation. However, in the 
case under consideration, he con- 
eluded, the appellant had originally 
represented himself to the appellant 
not only as being prepared to marry 
her but also as a bachelor who was in 
ἃ position to marry her, and thig had 
influenced her in agreeing to co- 
habit with him. In this she had not 
been at fault in so far 85 the preser- 
vation of the institution of marriage 
is concerned. 

And as to the fact that she had con- 
tinued to live with the appellant even 
after the true state of affairs had 
been revealed to her, this should be 
taken into account in determ 
the amount of damages to wh! ne 
was entitled, but cculd not serve 1 
exempt the appellant a!:ogzeiher 
from the obligation τὸ compensate 
her.

Multinationals come in 
for praise by ILO

GENEVA. — 
THE INTERNATIONAL Labour 
Orgenization (1L.0) has taken a long, 
hard look at multinational com- 
panies — and found some nice things 
to say about these rarely-praised 
giants of industry. 
A world-wide survey by ILO ex- 
perts concluded that: 


4 In richer countries mul- 
tinationala generally rank among 
the better paying employers, and In 
developing countries they usually 
pay much more than average. 

* They usually offer better working 
conditions than in ἃ national in- 
dustry. 

« Their workers usualy stay with 
the firm once they join. 

© Multinationals usualiy make an 
effort to avoid redundancies and lay- 
offs. 

¢ Their training of workers in 
develo, countries compares well 
with job education available locally. 

These findings appeared in five 
studies prepared .by the head- 

uarters of the Internatonal Labour 

rganization on multinational enter- 


prises. Such companies have been 
accused in the past of meddling in 
the affairs of countries in which they 
operate, of defying national laws and 
of disregard for anything but their 
own profit. — 

But it noted that the establishment 
of multinationals in the developing 
world had led to the creation of more 
jobs there in government, sub- 
contracting, transport, services and 
marketing. Abundant and relatively 
cheap manpower wags one reason 
why companies became inter- 
national, the ILO experts said. 

The ILO report on wages and 
working conditions said mul- 
tinationals, which often paid well 
partly because they specialized in 
higher-paid industries, were also 
able to pay more because they had 
large plants, employed higher ratios 
of capita! to Jabour than national in- 
dustries, and showed higher produc- 
tivity. 

It was pointed out, though, that in 
developing countries the difference 
between expatriate and local 
salaries and fringe benefits in mul- 
tinationals could alao cause friction.

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A REFORM BUDGET 


THE KIND of hard, relentless budget that Israel requires will 
be tabled in the Cabinet today ἐν Tt aims to create the two situa- 
tions that have constantly been spoken about and not yet 
applied: a recession in the local market, and a boom in exports. 

The objective is, on the face of it, a mild one — to shift, 
let us say, 100,000 workers over the next four years from 
an over-manned. sector (services and domestic industries) to 
an under-manned one (export industries). But it must involve 
a great deal of human hardship; which is why the authoritles 
have always stopped back from the brink at the last minute. 

‘When unemployment threatens, when building companies 
ran out of customers, when factories with many workers on 
the payroll face closure — the Treasury inevitably comes to 
the rescue. The fact that jt has no money has made no dif- 
ference hitherto. It prints the money, which is why we have 
reached our present pass. 

There are elements in the new budget threatening a recur- 
rence of this practice. Revenue predictions err on the side of 
optimism (understandably, since it eliminates the need to prune 
expenditure still further). If receipts from taxes and the sale 
of linked bonds next year fall short of estimates, deficit finan- 
cing will be necessary to pay for expenditure: s already under- 
taken; since those expenditures will certainly DoE fall short of 
expectations. 

The second danger is that government departments will not 
take the budget cuts altogether seriously, but will go on doing 
what they think to be their duty, administering social services 
and aid programmes for which there is no ‘money, in thé 
confident anticipation that when the till is empty, Finance 
Minister Rabinowitz can always approach Moshe Sanbar of 
the central bank for a “loan.” 

Tt is possible to understand this attitude. The struggle to 
keep the budget balanced requires not only virtuous intentions, 
but a tough, almost callous spirit of determination. Contracting 
economic activity in the domestic market sounds easy when 
demonstrated on 2 blackboard. 

It is not so easy for the undertaking that is forced by 
shrinking demand to close a section (or shut its gates alto- 
gether) or for the worker in danger of losing a job. And 
there is small consolation for either in the reflection that they 
ean find new openings in the export branch. 

The process of re-adjustment is particularly difficult in 
Israel. As a counterweight to the arduous obligations that 
people undertake in the country's defence, there has been a 
natural tendency to molly-coddle them in their civilian occu- 
pations. 

‘But the authorities must make it known once and for all 

whether they intend to flinch this time or not. The order of 
the day is that a ξοοᾶ many people in marginal occupations 
will be compelled to start again, in a new direction — for 
their own good, in the long run; and for the .nation’s good 
straightaway. That is what the avoidance of a deficit budget 
really means.

IT HAS OFTEN been said that 
Israel must make up for its lack 
of natural resources by utilizing 
fully the scientific capabilities of 
its population. But it is 
questionable whether the coun, 
try has done as much as it can to 
make use of the qualifications of 
the many highly-trained scien- 
tists who have come here in the 
last few years from the Soviet 
Union. 

From my own experience and 
that of many acquaintances, 
who have tried in vain to find an 
opportunity of putting their 
knowledge at the service of the 
State, it is unfortunately obvious 
that the technical and economic 
potential which the Russian 
aliya represents has been vir- 
tually overlooked. Many of the of- 
‘ficials engaged in absorption 86. 
tivities tend to use cir- 
‘cumlocutions and slogans to 
cover their lack of comprehen- 
sion of what is in fact a vital 
national problem. 

As things stand today in 
Israel, with the present struc- 
ture of industry and science and 
the existing relationship 
between various organizations, 
it appears that immigrant scien- 
tists from the Soviet Union can- 
not be integrated into the 
nation's economic structure 
within a reasonable period of 
time.

THE TOWER of Babel slowly 
gives way to a common 
language on Mount Scopus each 
year, as students from all over 
the world converge to study at 
the Hebrew University and find 
they are not among strangers. 

By the end of the year, many 
of these young men and women 
have had the direction of their 
lives strongly affected. If they 
have come as immigrants, they 
have taken the important first 
steps of integration into Israel's 
language and society. If they 
have come as ‘‘one year 
students” they return to their 
Diaspora communities, with a 


knowledge of Israel and of Jews- 


out the world. For many, 
the ties created in that year inex- 
orably draw them back later to 
live in Israel. 
The Hebrew University of 
Jerusalem has been conducting 
dprogrammesfor 
students from abroad for 20 
years. .When their numbers 
swelled after the Six Day War 
and they comprised as much as 
one-fifth of the total student 
‘body, the School for Overseas 
Students was created as a for- 
mal framework for them. 
Half a century ago, when the 


_ University first opened its doors, 


students and teachers from 
abroad took part in its first 
courses. Following World War 
TT, in 1946 and 1947, substantial 
numbers of American Jewish 
veterans took advantage of the 
G.I. Bill of Rights to study at the 
Hebrew University and the 
Technion — an experience that 
brought some of them back later 
to live in the State of Israel. 

In 1955, the first organized 
“Junior Year Abroad'’ 
programme began with 23 
American undergraduates. This 
programme enables students, 
mainly from the U.S. and 
Canada, to spend an academic 
year at the Hebrew University 


and receive credit for it at their 


home universities. Some 5,000 
students from over 100 univer- 
sities have taken part over the 
years, with this year's enrol- 
ment standing at nearly 400. 
Academic recognition of studies 
at the Hebrew University has 
been granted by many of the 
most prestigious ‘institutions of 


learning abroad. 
Up to a thousand students, in- 


cluding non-Jews, have come in 
ἃ single summer, hailing from 
some 50 countries, for ac- 
cademic summer courses given 
in English or French on Middle 
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East studies, Archaeology, 
Jewish Studies, and other sub- 
jects, all related to the theme 
“the land of Israel.” 

Some 20 per cent of students 
from the one-year and other 
special programmes return to 
Israel, to study further or to set- 
tle. Ex-overseas students may 
be found on the staff of Israel's 
universities, in the Army, in 
development towns and kibbut- 
zim, making their contribution 
by giving of themselves, their 
talents and their training. 

Another important 
programme of the school is the 
*‘Four Year Programme"’ 
jeading to a Bachelor's Degree. 
The programme consists of a 
year of preparatory studies 
leading to proficiency in 
Hebrew, followed by three years 
of regular degree studies in one 
of the faculties of the University. 
For those who come from the 
Southern Hemisphere — South 
America, South Africa and 
Australia — where the school 
year ends in our winter, an en- 
tire programme is begun in 
February, geared to enable 
students to catch up with the 
others by the next regular un- 
iversity year. Apart from this 


regular programme there 15 the . 


need to fit new immigrant 
students into the university 
framework. Thus when the 
gates of the Soviet Union creak- 
ed open to Jews a few years ago, 
the unpredictable arrival in 
Israel of student-age im- 
migrants throughout the year 
challenged the University to find 
novel solutions — which it 
promptly did, starting new ulpan 
classes literally every few 
months. Today special 
preparatory courses are provid- 
ed for new immigrants. 

There are about 3,500 overseas 
students among today’s student 
body of 16,000. The 2,000 of them 
who are full-fledged, regular 
students, ‘working for their 
Bachelor'sor Master's degrees, 
also receive advisory services 
through the School for Overseas 
Students when they need it. 
Every year overseas students 
who know Hebrew are accepted 
as regular students. 

Whether immigrant or visitor, 
the student from outside Israel 
sees on the University campus a 
miniature of the Jewish world — 
its diversity and its common 
bonds. Both the 20 per cent who 
stay and the 80 per cent who. 
don’t, have a crucial role to play 
in Jewish life.
